1 belleve that mnny of them are honest
and conscienllong mea—men who go and come
untainted by corrupting influences, It does
not require that the whole of a Legislature
shonld be bought, to pass unjust and portial
laws, Twenly bad and corrupt men—having
talent and recklossness—oan easlly contyrol the
balancing power of one hundred mea, [ can
spenk from some Httle evgerience in this matter,
Therefore, when the press and the community
denounce all us venal who ussume the charnc-
ter of leglsintors, o serlons wrong I8 perpe-
tated, And it has this bad effeci—IL deters men
of abillty, honesty, and Integrity from desiring
to flil such positions, or allow their names Lo be
used'in connection therewith, Thisis the point
I wishito make in this nrticle:—As long ns this
indiscriminnte hue and ery I8 continued agnlnst
all who go to Harrisburg, only bad men witl
geek 1o go thore, and only bad moen will be sue-
cessful in thelr seeking. Justice requires that
we ghould diseriminate in our denunciations as
well as in our praise, E. G, W.
